SILVER HAS NOr UEPKECI- 


ATEU. 


Although the silver question may be 


considered pretty definitely settled so 
far as the action of the prestnt Congress 
is concerned, yet Congressmen are 
frequtntly allowed to air their views as 
appears by the Congressional Record. 
Mr. Samuel Dibble, of South Carolina, 
made a speech on the 8th of April, to 
which the attention of the gold-bugs i§ 
aptcially invited, Hs demonstrainl from 
tbe published statistical tables of llr, 
Mnlball, an English goldits and those 
of Mr. Joseph Walker, an American 
gold mono-metaliat that th» bullion or 
marketable value of the silver in the 
standard American silver dollar has 
actually greater purchasing power by at 
Itast ten per cent, to-day than it had 
when it was at a premium of from three 
to five per cent, over the gold dollar. 
The 80 cer,ts worth of bullion in the 
eilver dollar as compared with gold will 
purchase more than th« dollar passing 
at full value, would purchase in 1871. 
In 1871, by thes» tables, it w»e com- 
puted that it took $304 89 to supply a 
family of four persons in this country 
with the necessaries of life. 
The same ; 


family can now b» supported in th» 
same manner and with tbe same neces- 
saries as then, for $216 11, or for thirty 
per cent. less. Ifcke the $301 89 in 
standard coined silver dollars and melt 
them up and at their bullion value you 
have $243 91, or sufficient of actual 
money value left to purchase those 
sam» necessaries and have $27 80 to 
spare! 


This demonstrates to a certainty that 


the position that the JOURNAL lias all 
along taken, that it is gold that has 
risen in value, and that silver has not 
.depreciated when measured by any 
other standard but gold, is correct. 
Gold-bugs are cordially invited to take 
the statistical tables mada by their 
ablest advocates and with them proceed 
to crack thin nut.

This will be a return for a report made 
by General Eoseorans, when ha was 
chairman of the Military Commutes of 
th» House, accusing general Butler, as 
Treasurer o« the Soldiers' Home, of 
having robbed the Home of 1200,000. 


The members of tha Exposition El- 


ecntiri Committee have had an inter- 
view with the President with reference 
to the proposed celebration at Washing- 
ton of the 400th anniversary of the 
landing of Columbus and the centennial 
anniversary of the formation of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. The 
President expressed much interest in 
the subject, regarding it with much 
favor, and said it should receive his 
immediate consideration, that he might 
determine what was proper for him to 
do officially. 


It is understood that some time ago 


China's Minister ol Foreign Affairs had 
a consultation -with Mr. Denby, our 
Minister to that Government, and in- 
formed him that owing to the outrages 
that had been committed in this coun- 
try against Chinamen, he was fearful 
that retaliatory measures would be 
adopted in China against American resi- 
dents there. Mr. Denby at once' cabled 
the information to Secretary Bayard, 
and tbat official has urged the Secretary 
of the Navy to send a man-of-war to the 
port of Canton. It is knowledge of thii 
circumstance that has impelled Chair- 
man Belmont of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee to urge the prompt 
consideration of his Chinese indemnity 
bill, in th« belief that when it is known 
in China that the United States is will- 
ing to make reparation for the damages 
sustained by Chinese in these outbreaks 
there will be no atUmpt at retaliatory

office of the President, J. G. Eastland, 
604 Commercial street, San Francisco.

Fares by the water 
route are placed at $75 for first oabin, 
and $30 for steerage, including berths, 
meals and medical attendance.

•n opposition to overland rail routes, 
claiming that people with money will 
not make the trip to New York by 
water. It was admitted, however, tbat 
there were • large number of Eastern 
people in the city at present who, not 
calculating upon the sudden rise in 
fares, and becoming enibarrasud in 
consequence, would grasp with joy the 
steerage proposition made by the Pacific 
Mail, which offers them food and other 
necessaries all the 'way to New York for 
$30.
